There was a battle between the guardsand 
convicts. The thirty guards in charge of 
the men were surprised. Then the ringlead- 
ers in the mutiny urged all the prisoners to 
join in the revolt. The movement spread, 
and the stockade was in.wild excitement. 
Twice repulsed in efforts to break from the 
stockade the convicts finally carried the main 
gate by assault, and once outside started a 
reign of terror. They drove the persohs liv- 
ing near into their homes, captured wagons, 


buggies, and more arms, and holding close . 


together they started on their flight. Skirt- 
ing the National Cemetery they entered 
Sheridan’s drive, held in that road until near 
the summit of the hill, and then striking 


along the line of the ‘old Santa Fé trail” 
they went through the heavily timbered hilt’ 


towards Easton. 


Prevent General Uprising. ee 
As they went the mutineers spread terror 
through the country. 
The escaping convicts took possession of 
two vinegar wagons. They tumbled the dBar- 
rels off and put the horses to their topmost 


speed. 
Trade Suits with Farmers. ._. 

The convicts started in to get citizens’ 
clothing by making farmers, either in the 
fleld or roads, strip and exchange for the 
numbered and striped convict sults. One 
report says they took a farmer’s clothes 
near Easton. 

Meantime all the prison guards had been 
using every effort to prevent a general up- 
rising. 

The military at Fort Leavenworth was 
called on to help restore order at the new 
penitentiary site and held in check the con- 
victs who did not leave the stockade. 

No organized effort was made to capture the 


-mutineers until after dark, as it required all 


the efforts of the officials to handle those 
who did not get-away. The cavalry did not 
join in the pursuit, as Colonel Anger would 
not permit it to leave the reservation with- 
out orders from Washington. 


Revolt Cunningly Planned. 

Everything that has developed since the 
convicts escaped shows that it was a cun- 
ningly planned conspiracy to overpower the 
guards. Four hundred and fifty convicts 
were working at the new federal penitentiary 
site putting up walls, cellhouses, and other 
buildings connected with the penitentiary. 
They are kept at the old federal penitentiary 
at Fort Leavenworth, formerly known as the 
military penitentiary, which is two miles 
from this city. 

These convicts are marched out to the new 
prison in the morning and back In the even- 
ing. The new penitentiary site is now par- 
tially surrounded with stone walls and a high 
board fence with barbed wire on top. This 
is called a stockade. Part of the guards go 
to the towers to keep a watch during the day. 
About half the guards remain among the 
convicts directing their work. These guards 
have no guns or pistols about them. The 
arms are kept with the tower guards. When 
the trouble began the rebellious prisoners 
had only three revolvers. These had been 
secreted in one of the wallsof the building by 
some unknown person. Gus Parker of Ard- 
more, I. T., one of the ringleaders of the 
mutiny, under pretense of a necessity, walked 
to the corner of the stockade, where the re- 
volverg were concealed, and under cover of 
some weeds secured them without being 
detected. 

He returned to the gang and passed one 
of the revolvers to Frank Thompson, a negro 
from South McAlester, I. T., who secreted it. 


Officers Are Captured. 


At 3:40 this afternoon, twenty minutes be- . 


fore the time for all convicts to gather tn 
the barbed wire counting pen, the three con- 
victs, who were ringleaders, quietly walked 
into the office of Frank Hines, the construci- 
ing engineer of the new penitentiary. W. F. 
Carroll, foreman of stone masonry; Harmon 
Bone, foreman of the brick work; and Ar- 
thur Tellford, captain of the prison giards, 
were having a consultation. 

The leader of the three convicts command- 
ed: “” Surrender and hold up your hands.” 
Three pistole were shoved in the faces of 


the astonished officials. While two of the . 


convicts kept the officers covered the third 
tore the telephone down from the wall. 


Use Officers as Shields. 

Without any ceremony the officers were 
told to walk in front of the convicts as shields 
while they started for the nearest tower. 
The convicts kept their pistols against the 
officers’ heads. The center tower, held by 
Guard Hoffman, was the first one approached. 

He noticed something was wrong and raised 
his gun to shoot. Mr. Hines, who kept cool, 
called to Guard Hoffman not to shoot, telling 
him he did not want to be killed between two 
fires. The captured officers were a perfect 
shield for the convicts, 


The convicts walked up to Guard Hoffman, — 


and. getting into his tower, secured thrée 
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rifles and three more revolvers. Hoffman 
Was:made to join the band of captured offi- 
cers. Other convicts in the conspiracy took 
bold of the newly captured arms. 


‘Teliford Wounded in Escape. 
At this stage Captain Tellford dodged 
Rround @ wall and ran. The convicts fired 
peveral shots at him and wounded him in the 
jeg. Without any loss of time the march 
“Was resumed to another tower guard, using 
the officers as shields. Charles Burrows, this 
tower guard, refused.to obey the orders of 
the captured officers not to shoot, and he 
exghanged a number of shots with the con- 
victs. 
Burrows received a shot in the neck which 
fs serious and he fatally wounded a negro 
Sanvict. When Burrows fell the convicts 
‘took his arms and the arms of three other 
guards stored in his tower. 
At this point orders were given to seize the 
’ horses so as to prevent any one get- 

' ting away with them to give an alarm. The 
triumphant march was resumed to the stand 
of another tower guard, Joseph Waldrup, 
and he, too, refused to obey the officers’ com-

‘the other officers for shields. They made 
these officers go along a quarter of a mile 
until they came to farm wagons, which they 
‘promptly took by force. The officers were 
turned loose at this time. 
- The convicts chased people into their 
‘houses. Wheh farmers about to leave the 
city learned this they turned back into town. 


Woman Telephones for Troops. 

- During the shooting in the stockade the 
wife of a guard living close by telephoned 
to the main penitentiary for help and to the 
military authorities at Fort Leavenworth. 
_» Ina short time al] the reserve guards came 
out in wagons, and one troop of the Fourth 
Cavalry was hastily put in motion. 
. It was decided not to try to pursue the 
“escaped men until the convicts in the 
‘stockade were cared for. Soldiers with car- 
bines surrounded the place, and also helped 
the guards to form an armed square in 
“marching the convicts back to the main 
penitentiary. On the road the convicts did 
considerable cheering, but made no breaks. 

The soldiers under command of First Lieu- 
tenant Hershel took charge of the new site 
after the main body of convicts marched out. 
They helped hunt up straggling convicts.

SCULPTOR DIES IN HOSPITAL. 


Adolph R. Kraus, Broken Hearted Over 
Failure of Masterpiece and Miney 
Troubles, Passes Away. 


dHyde~Park, Mass., Nov. 7.~[Special.]— 
Ad@oiph Robert Kraus, the sculptor, died 
last night at the insane hospital at Danveps. 
His body was brought home this afternoon. 
The funeral will be held on Sunday. He 
first displayed signs of insanity on July 13, 
and on July 26 he was removed to the Dan- 
' vers hospital. He was 51 years of age. 
‘Sculptor of note in both hemispheres, win- 
ner of the grand prize of Rome, and full of 
promise of greater work, he died of a broken 
heart. In the summer of 1900 Mr. Kraus 
- began work on the clay model of an image of 
- heroic sise, which he intended should be his 
masterpiece. The stulptor, after using the 
last cent he could spare from his family, in 
urging the statue toward completion, was 
compelled to see what was to have been the 
monument of his genius drop gradually 
toward dust. 
‘As it fell away and he saw his dream of 
greatness receding his mind began to fail. 
The statue, which was of heroic size, was

Edgar Canisius, Recently Retired from 
the Empley of the Free Company, 
Confirms Stories of Horrors—Nine 
Hundred Natives Killed in Six 
Weeks by One Expedition, Three 
Hundred in Three Weeks by Another 
—Rubber Squeezing Raids. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—Edgar Canisius, an 
American who recently retired from the em- 
ploy of the Congo Free State, confirms the 
terrible stories told about the condition of 
the natives, and especially in the portions 
termed the State domain, where strangers 
are seldom admitted. 

Canisius is an Illinois man and recently 
lived in Washington. He accompanied Major 
Lothaire, commander of the Belgian troops 
in the Congo, on his earlier expedition after 
rubber; and ‘skys 900 natives’ were killed in 
six weeks during that expedition, while a 
smaller expedition, commanded by a Bel- 


_gian Lieutenant, killed 300 natives in. three. 


weeks. 


Endless Barbarities Committed. 

The district is practically under martial 
law, on the strength of which such endless 
barbarities are committed that the natives 
are absolutely terrorstricken. Canisius fur- 
ther declares that the so-called punitive ex- 
peditions are in. reality rubber-squeezing 
raids, conducted with such iniquitous meth- 
ods that the hatives are in a constant state 
of revolt. 

While the conditions are somewhat im- 
proved in the territories worked by the con- 
cession companies the lot of the natives in 
the state domain, Canisius declares, is far 
worse than before the advent of the whites. 


Natives Forced to Work. 


"The natives are practically forced to work 
rubber at the muzzles of rifies, receiving two 
cents per pound for what Is sold at seventy- 
tive centsat Antwerp. Thousands of natives 
have fled to the bush and live like wild ani- 
mals. Along the jungle paths the bodies of 
those who have died of starvation are fre- 
quent sights. 


"WAR ON THE SUGAR BOUNTY. 


England May Join United States in 
Fighting the Policies of Euro- 
pean Nations.

LONDON, Nov. 8, 3 a. m.—A Scotch mem- 
ber of Parliament, who has made a study of 
the sugar question, told me last night that 
the Brussels conference would certainly re- 
assemble early next year. When asked 
whether the Russian government had ac- 
cepted the invitation he said that presumably 
it had done so, as this had been the only 
obstacle to an early meeting. 

He was most hopeful respecting the re- 
sults of the conference. He asserted that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer now had 
instrumentaliffes at hand for converting the 
sugar schedule into a weapon against bounty- 
fed sugars. The only thing needed was an 
extra duty on sugars coming from countries 
paying bounties, and this could be levied 
without an increase of the customs force or 
the creation of a new administrative plant. 

He hoped that the conference would lead to 
the voluntary abolition of bounties by con- 
tinental nations, but if there were no decisive 
action he expected that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, having begun with taxing sugar 
for revenue purposes, would not hestitate to 
impose countervailing duties upon bounty- 
fed sugars. He admitted that the United 
States government had been making a single- 
handed but most effective fight against sugar 
bounties, and that the Indian government, 
with the sanction of Parliament, had adopted 
an identical policy.

Greenaway, the artist, is dead at her home 
in Hempstead. 


Miss Greenaway received her artistic edu- 
cation at the Kensington Art School, the 
life classes at Heatherley’s, and the Slade 
School. She early studied Reynolds and 
Romney, and designed from old plates and 
sketches in books of costumes until she 
evolved those delightful child types which 
are now of world wide repute. Her first 
picture, earliest in a long series of exquisite- 
ly delicate paintings of child life and child 
costumes, was exhibited in the Dudley Gal- 
lery. Only those familar with the originals 
of Mise Kate Greenaway’s small pictures 
have an adequate conception of the value 
and beauty of her work. Miss Greenaway 
was the best kind of social reformer. It 
has been her prompt mission to transform 
our overdressed, tight-waisted babies, clad 
in the absurd and orthodox French fashion, 
dictated, it is supposed, by Worth, into 
quaint old world pictures. 

Miss Kate Greenaway is famous as a book 
illustrator. Among her works are colored 
illustrations of the “ Pied Piper of Hame- 
lin,’ “ Marigold Garden,’’ The Language 
of Flowers,’ ‘‘A Day in a Child's Life,’ 
“Mother Goose,” ‘A Painting) Book for 
Boys and Girls,” “ Kate Greenaway’s Al- 
phabet,” and last, but not least, * Mavor’s 
Spelling Book,’ which to many children has 
rendered the labor of spelling almost tol- 
erable. Many of Miss Greenaway’s most 
exyuisite paintings were in the possession 
of Mr. Ruskin, who showed them to his audi- 
enee when delivering his Slade lectures at 
Oxford, and for a time placed them in the 
cabinets in the Taylorian Art School. 


FATALITIES CAUSED BY THE FOG 


London Hospitals Crowded with Acci- 


dent Patients, Scores of Persons Miss- 
ing and Others Taken from River.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—The fog which has pre- 
vailed for several days continues and is dis- 
arranging street railway traffic. It is also 
responsible for an increasing number of 
casualties. At one hospital alone over 200 
accident cases have been treated. 

The bodies of eleven persons, whose deaths 
are directly: attributable to the fog, are in 
the mortuaries. Fifteen persons are missing 
from the London docks and are supposed to 
have been drowned. Four bodics have been 
recovered. Five deaths were reported from 
the docks Tuesday night. 

The railway and omnibus companies are 
suffering enormous losses, estimated at 
$1,000,000 a day. The coasts continue fog- 
bound. At Liverpool a tugboat was sunk. 

The Gorleston lifeboat attempted to succor 
distressed steamships, but was unable to 
find them. 

The White Star line steamship Teutonic, 
which left Queenstown westward bound at 
12:25 p. m. today, is detained by the fog.

DIES IN EFFORT 70 SATE. 


WOMAN FATALLY BURNED IN AT- 
TEMPT TO RESCUE HUSBAND. 


Pot of Boiling Tar Causes the Death of 
Mrs. Julius Yankee and Serious In- 
juries to Her Husband, and Indirect- 
ly Is Responsible for a Collision Be- 
tween a Chemical Engine and a 
Cable Train—Larrabee Street Flat Is 
the Scene of the Tragedy. 


A pot of boiling tar yesterday caused the 
death of a woman, inflicted serious injuries 
on her husband, and was responsible for a 
collision between a cable train and a rapid- 
ly moving chemical engine of the Fire de- 
partment. 

The woman, Mrs. Julius Yankee, gave her 
life.in an attempt to save her husband. His 
clothing was in flames and she rushed to,the 
rescue, attempting to smother thefire. Inan 
instant her own dress was ablaze. 

Two minutes later she was dead. The hus- 
band, although badly burned, will recover. 


Melts the Deadly Tar.. 


Yankee, who is 51 years old and a machin- . 


ist, occupied the third flat of the building at 
151 Larrabee street. Shortly after noon he 
placed a kettle of tar on the stove to melt. 
The tar was to be used to repair a leak in the 
roof of the house. Yank®e stepped out of the 
room for a gew moments and when he re- 
turned the tar had boiled over and Set fire to 
the floor. He attempted to extinguish it, and 
in doing so his clothing became ignited. 

Mrs. Yankee ran to the kitchen and seeing 
her husband Jying on the floor wrapped in 
flames, she attempted to extinguish them. 
Her loose wrapper caught fire and in a mo- 
ment she was enveloped in flames. in the 
meantime the husband had succeeded in ex- 


. tinguishing his burning clothing. He went 


to the aid of the woman, but only to have 
his own clothing catch fire again. 

Mrs. Yankee became unconscious and fell 
to the floor in a pool of burning tar. She 
struggled for a moment and then lay still. 
Neighbors were attracted by the man’s 
screams and the police were notified. When 
they arrived it was found that Mrs. Yankee 
was dead. The husband was taken to Alex- 
jan Brothers’ Hospital. 

In the meantime an alarm of fire had been 
turned in by a neighbor who saw smoke pour- 
ing out of a rear window. Chemical No. 
10 left its barn almost a half-mile away. As 
the horses dragged the heavy apparatus 
down Larrabee street at a full gallop Driv- 
er Cushing guided them to follow the fire 
engine which preceded, and as the two vehi- 
cles neared the intersection of Clybourn ave- 
nue and Larrabee street a grip train in charge 
of Gripman Adam Schwartz approached west 
on Clybourn avenue. 

The fire engine was driven across the track 
at full speed and Driver Cushing allowed his 
horse to follow. As the horse approached 
the track and was within five feet of it the 
driver says Schwartz's train moved forward. 


-He says he could not check the speed of his 


horse and was unable to turn out of the way. 
Fender Strikes the Horse. 

The fender struck the horse’s feet and the 
animal fell to the ground, crushing the shafts 
and injuring itself. The grip car crashed 
into the chemical and sent a cloud of splinters 
flying. Cushing was thrown séverai feet 
through the air and alighted on the pavement 
on his back. He was rendered unconscious. 
The other members of the company had been 
able to jump from the vehicle before the 
crash came. 

The chemical was not able to proceed and 
was returned to its quarters, The cable grip 
car was not seriously damaged and con- 


tinued on its way. 


GUNS IN CONSTABLE ARREST. | 


Both Sides Accused of Drawing Reyolv- 
ers During a Visit to the Leh- 
mann Apartments. 


Chicago constables were in more trouble 
yesterday. Two arrested J. F. Smith, who 
lives in the Léhmann apartments at Surf 
street and Evanston avenue yesterday. Both 
sides declare the other drew revolvers. 

The constables, Higgins and Heughes, say 
that when they entered they were met by 
Smith and his wife. Mrs. Smith, they said, 
drew a revolver when she heard of the war- 
rant. Heughes, according to the story, dis- 
armed her, and then, it is said, Smith drewa 
knife, but did not use it. 

A contrary story was told in the justice 
court. Atforney Mohr, represented 
Smith, charged the constables with being 
over insistent that Smith accompany them 
at once and that they drew revolvers first. 
The matter will be settled next Friday night. 
Smith was released on bonds signed by his 
attorney. The charge is made that Smith 
has obtained positions in different down- 
town stores and offices and has used his posi- 
tion to obtain from his employers small sums 


of money.

Money Lost in Venture. 

“I was engaged in a legitimate business 
venture, in which I had made a large invest- 
ment, and foynd myself in a position when 
further money Was necessary to save myself 
from bankfuptcy and ruin. There was ap- 
I then betrayed 
my trust and used the funds of the order, at 
the time believing there was no question of 
my ability to replace them within a short 
time. The amount I used was $57,000. 

“IT have no hope of being able to repay this 
amount. I know the order is protected from 
loss by the surety bond of nearly twice the 
amount in a perfectly responsible company,

Supreme Commander’ Markey this after- 
noon gave out the following statement in 
regard to it: 

‘‘Charles B. Thompson has been Supreme 
Finance Keeper of the Supreme Tent since 
it was organized in September, 1883, and 
has handled and disbursed more than $15,- 
000,000 during that time, and. until this de- 
falcation no thought has ever been enter- 
tained against his integrity, and this be- 
trayal on his part will be keenly felt by the 
membership. 


Order Secured by Bonds. 

‘*‘Mr. Thompson's shortage is $57,000, but 
no loss will be incurred by the Supreme Tent, 
as every financial official of the association, 
including Mr. Thompson, is bonded in surety 
companies, and the bond held by the order 
as security for Mr. Thompson's integrity is 
much greater than the shortage. 

‘‘The bond companies have been notified of 
Mr. Thompson's defalcation and the Supreme 
Tent will look to them to make good the 
amount. Pending an adjustment with the 
bond companies there will be no delay in the 
payment of death claims, as the order has on 
deposit in cash on the first day of this month 
in its various depesitories throughout the 
United States a little more than half a mi.- 
lion dollars, besides having bonds amounting 
to more than $1,120,000." 

The companies on Mr. Thompson's bond 
were notified of the shortage today and rep- 
résentatives of each are now on their way 
to Port Huron. Thompson is at his home 
awaiting thelr arrival and whatever action 
they may fake. He is hot under arrest, but 
says he expécts to be arrested and prosecuted 
and is prépared to pay the penalty of his

characters produced by life in Kansas in that State’s earlier days. He was born at Taze- 
well, Ill., and educated at the Illinois Wesleyan University, where he was a classmate of 


former Governor Fifer. 


In 1866 he went to Kansas and became a leader of the boom- 


ers. He spent much of his time hunting onthe plains, capturing and taming animals, 
and in 1886 organized a great buffalo hunt, which became historical and earned him the 
sobriquet he bore thereafter. The hunt lasted five days, and Jones brought home four- 
teen live calves, with which he started to raise a herd of buffalo for commercial) purposes. 
Later he went into the Nérthwest Territory in a hunt for the bison native there and re- 
turned with eighty-five head, exhibiting his catch in the principal Western cities en 
route to his home. Four years ago he went into the wilds of British North America and 
was almost given up for lost when he turned up. In 1899 he published a book of his ad- 


ventures. At the Republica 


vational convention held in Chicago in 1884 Jones achieved 


a national prominence by his original methods of booming Blaine.

Ptacek “Lieutenant Colonel,” and 
Heidelmeier a “ Major "—Says Plan 
Can Be Laughed At, but That It 
Woald Inculcate a Martial Spirit in 
the “ Coppers "—Goes to Work in His 
Uniform. 


Superintendent of Police O'Neill would like 
to be called “Colonel.” Unlike many ap- 
pointees of the present city administration, 
he is net from Kentucky, either. His idea 
is that the police force.ought to. be put oma 
military basis, and as a meansto that end he 
wants the officers of the force given military 
tithes. 

At present the lower officers now are so 
designated. They are called Sergeant, Lieu- 
tenant, Captain,. but at this grade the no- 
menclature varies. The officers above the 
rank of Captain are Inspectors, Assistant 
Superintendent, and Superintendent, and 
this is what the Chief would have changed. 
According to his plan Inspector Heidel- 
meier would in the future be known as 
‘*Major’’ Heidelmeier, Assistant Superin- 
tendent Ptacek as “ Lieutenant. Colonel ’’ 
Ptacek, and himself as “ Colonel ’’ O'Neill. 
The Mayor would be the commander-in- 
chief of the army of th@city, and including 
the fireboats, the navy, as President Roose- 
velt i¢ of the army and navy of the United 


States. 
Says It Will Do Good. 

"“T am aware the plan can be made the 
subject of ridicule easily and laughed out of 
court,’” said the Chief yesterday, “ but it 
has much to commend it. It is recognized 
by all modern policemen that the strict obe- 
dience to orders and absolute discipline 
which prevail in the army are necessary to 
all large police forces, and while the titles 
given the officers may seem to some people 
to be immaterial, as a matter of fact they 
are not, and the organization of the force 
on the lines of an army regiment would have 
its effect.”’

SCHOOL DIRECTORS TO RE- 
FORM FOOTBALL CROWDS. 


Would Eliminate Profanity and Betting 
from Games Played ‘Under the Aus- 
pices of Educational Concerns Co- 
operating with,the University of Chi- 
cago—Many Delegates and Students 

to Attend Conference Which Begins 


Teday. 


Tendencies toward moral degeneration in 
football by reason of profanity and betting 
by student admirers of the game will be con- 


‘sidered at the educational conference of co- 


operating schools which will be called in exec- 
utive session during the afternoon to seek to 
inaugurate a substantial reform in school 
athletics, and means will be suggested wheré- 
by profanity on the football figid may be 
eradicated and betting abolished. C. W. 
French, principal of the Hyde Park School, 
who made suggestions for the betterment of 
student athletics during the last meeting of 
the educational conference, will have even 
more to say today. 

The executive body also will consider ways 
to eliminate from football mutch of the dan- 


ger to life and limb that now attends the ) 


game. Long trips for athletic teams also are 
in disfavor. Principals of schools decry the 
tendency of some students to make too much 
of a struggle after athletic honors, appar- 
ently believing that the school exists largely 
for its athletic teams. 

If means ean be found for overcoming some 
of the difficulties action probably will be 
taken by the executive body which may re- 
sult in sweeping changes in the conduct of 
athletics in the schools affillating and co- 
operating with the university. 


Other Problems to Consider. 


While the discussion of athletic problems 
will be the matter of most immediate interest 
to students matters relating to school work 
also will be considered at length. Practical 
plans for the separation of students into sec- 
tions on the basis of scholarship are to re- 
ceive consideration. The abandonment of a 
course in general history in codéperating 
schools and the substitution of another dfvis- 
ion of the subject, which was decided on at 
the last conference, will be discussed with 
a view of finding a means Of carrying out the 


plan. 

With the heads of affiliated and coéperating 
schools will come delegations of students, 
and it is expected that there will be more 
than 500 representatives of the schools as- 
sembled at the university to take part in 
the conference. 


Debaters Also Come. 


The fourth annual declamatory contest of 
students in affiliated and codperating schools 
will be given at Kent Theater tonight, and 
the contestants from nearby schools will be 
followed by a contingent of “‘ rooters " who 
will encourage their favorites. 

The preliminary contests will be held in the 
afternoon at Kent Theater, and from the 
thirty-three contestants ten will be chosen 
to speak at the evening meeting. Twoschol- 
arships in the University of Chicago for one 
year will be given, one for a young woman 
and one forayoung man. The judges for the 
final contest are Henry V. Freeman, Leslie 
Lewis, George M. Eckels, Dr. William H. 
Wilder, and Edwin Burritt Smith. 

The educational conference will last two 
days. Tomorrow general and departmental! 
conferences will be held at the university.

Vessel Strikes Bar During Heavy 
Gale, Men Flee to Rigging — 
and Escape Death. 


HORSE AIDS LIFE SAVERS. 


Orleans, Mass., Nov. 7.—[{Special.}—Sie 
sailors, half frozen, clinging to the rigging 
of the wreck of’ the British schooner John 8, 
Parker, were rescued by the Orleans lif 
saving crew this morning. 

For four hours the coastguard battled with, 
the breakers, throwing lines over the 
which was being pounded to pleces 
surging along in the heavy gale. The waves 
ran so high that the life savers could not drag’ 
the dipping breeches buoy from the schooner} 
to the beach, but were forced to hitch a 
horse to the line to drag the half-drowned 
seamen ashore. 7 

& northeast gale, with heavy seas, 
prevatied all this week, which stopped alli 
shipping northward and made it risky work 
for vessels to pass southward with a free 
wind. Last night at sunset the wind in- 
creased and the sea became higher. . 

Patrolman Murray had the midnight 
watch north, during which time the galewas 
at ifs height. When out two hours he caught 
the glimpse -of the green starboard light of; 
a schooner, dangerously close to shore, It, 
was going along at a tremendous rate, and 
the rushed along the beach, keap-~ 
ing it in range all the time and burning his 
light as a warning for the craft to keep off, 
but the lights were either not seen or not. 
respected, and at 240 o’clock the craft came 
to @ full stop on thebar. Almost immrediate- 
ly it careened to one side from the effects, 
of the onslaught of waves, which were thén: 
dashing over fts decks and’through the rige' 
ging. 

Patrolman Murray again burned his light 
‘to give information to those on board that! 
help was at hand, and then rushed to te; 
station for the apparatds. The life Boat 
and the breeches buoy were soon at the 
scene. 


Throw Life Lines Aboard. 
"Captain Charles knew the only means of 
saving the sailors was by the buoy ap- 
paratus. The sand anchor was planted and. 
the gun fired. It soon became evident that: 
the line had reached the craft, but there 
was no response from those on board, and 
for a time Captain Charles thought he was. 
too late and the entire crew had been washed’ 
overboard. He shot another line across the 
craft and soon got the signal from the sallora 
that they had caught it. . | 

The gale, which screeched down the coaat,| 
kept the vessel working southward all the: 
time,: and made a difficult proposition for 
life savers. It could not be ascertained whas. 
those on board were doing. Seite 

At last, however, the gear began to work, 
and the big line with the breeches buoy at- 
tached was sent out through the darkness to 
che vessel. Soon the life savers got the 
signal to haul th. 

The sea was much rougher than at any 
time, being augmented by the rising of the 
tide. The breakers rose to a line mutch 
above the elevation in which the breeches 
buoy -traveled, and it dashed against the 
buoy and its living cargo with such force 
that the combined strength of the life say- 
ers could not start the human freight, ex- 
cept for a few feet from the doomed Ves- 
sel. Here the man hung in the buoy over the 
angry billows. 

Horse Pulls Buoy Ashore. wo 

This was a new phase of the battle for 


lives, so, while part of the life savers steadied 
the line, another member secured the sta- | 


tion's -powerful horse, which was hitched ‘* 


to the tackle, and then the line was pulled 
ashore, landing Thomas Hennessey, a sail- | 
or. He was drenched to the skin and nearly 
frozen. 

He explained the delay of the crew of the 
vessel In taking the line first sent out by the 
life savers. The crew was in the fore rig- 
ging with the sea washing over them all 
the time and below them the cargo of laths 
was being washed about in great confusion, 
threatening death to any man who went 
among them. He said his companions who 
were on the vessel when he left were in 
great fear and were almost crazed. 

The vessel had worked southward, and a 
new stand was taken by the crew... This - 
all took time, but at this stand the work was 
continued until 6 o'clock. 
of the crew was safely landed. 

The sailors were taken to the station and 
put to bed. All are well, and probably will 
be sent to Boston tomorrow by rail, as

LAW ON GONTEMPE 


ATTORNEYS FOR AMERICAN BE- 
FORE JUDGE HANECY. 


Hearing Lasts All Day and Lawyer 
Shope Will Speak This Morning— 
Ex-Geovernor Altgeld and Attorney 
Holden Put Forward the Various 
Contentions of the Defense, Their 
Remarks Continuing Until Evening 
—Ruling Perhaps Today. 


Judge Hanecy spent all of yesterday listen- 
ing to arguments in the case of employés of 
the Chicago American accused of contempt 
of court in the publication of articles re- 
ferring to that Judge's recent decision in the 
gas company case. When court was ad- 
journed they were not finished, and ex-Judge 
Shope will conclude for the prosecution this 
morning. Whether the court will render a 
decision at_once or take the case under ad- 
visement has not been indicated. 

Incidental to the arguments ex-Governor 
Altgeld for the respondents made a motion 
that a jury be impaneled for the trial of the 


case, Basing it oh the claim that the proceed- 


ings were of a criminal character. This was 
formally denied by the court. Ex-Judge 
Shope also presented a demurrer to the 
answer filed by the respondents, but after 
some discussion withdrew it. ; 
The arguments were entirely on legal 
points, excep@that Mr. Altgeld finished his 
second address with a plea for what. he 


‘termed full liberty of the’ press and the un- 


trammeled right of free speech. The main 
point made by ex-Judge Shope for the prose- 
cution was that the paper had in its publica- 
tions concerning the decision.in the gas suit 
attacked the dignity of the court, and, in de- 
fense of the administration of justice, it was 
necessary that the men responsible for the 
attack should be punished for it, else courté 


would fall into disrepute and the safeguards 


of justice be overt@rown. 
Contention of the Defense: _ 


The contention of the defense was that 
contempt’ proceedings was ‘not the proper 
way of getting at the evil complained of. 
Attorneys Altgeld and Holden claimed the 
legal remedy was by indictment by the grand 
jury for criminal libel and declared that the 
constitutional guarantee of free speech and 
the liberty of the press meant a trial by jury 
in cases where it could he shown the re- 
spondents had abused it. The argument was 
also made that as a matter’of fact the case 
was closed when the Judge gave his decision. 


Calls the Articles “‘ Foolish.” 

‘In his preliminary address the ex-Governor 
also belittied the effect of the articles com- 
plained of, saying: 

“The publication of these articles was 1 
foolish proceeding, I will admit. It was in- 
discreet, and hurt the paper more than an-+- 
one else. In my opinion, it would be an insult 
to the bench of Cook County to intimate that 
the publication of such articles would in- 
timidate any Judge from doing his duty. 

“The article merely said that you would 
be defeated by the people if you ever ran 
again for office. Why, your Honor, a great 
many worse things than that have been said 
against me.”’ 

At this there was a general laugh through 
the courtroom, which Judge Hanecy prompit- 
ly checked by saying: 

“df any one thinks this courtroom is a 
place of amusement he had better free his 


| mind of the impression at once or I may have 


to do it for him and that in a summary man- 
ner.”’ 


Attorney Shope Outlines Case. 


After all preliminary matters had been 
cleared away ex-Judge. Shope opened the 
prosecution by reviewing at length the man- 
ner in which the quo warranto case attack- 
ing the legality of the existence of ‘the gas 
company came before Judge Hanecy, the 
publication and character of the articles com- 
plained of, and the fact that the answer of 
the respondents showed that Managing Edi- 
tor Lawrence was responsible for the pub- 
lication of the matter and that Reporter 
Canfield wrote it. In conclusion, he said: 

“One of the caricatures is headed ‘ Pat- 


rick Hennessey, alias Eibridge Hanecr,’ and’

in New York and had returned with the 
word that all was well—that there would be 


another decision. 


“The gas trust was represented as. the 
most iniquitous institution extant and your 
Honor was made to appear supplicant to it. 
Such stuff is calculated to intimidate a weak 
man, but it makes a strong man only more 


pugnacious. 


“One of the highest functions of a court 
is to preserve that dignity which gives it 
standing with the people to the end that 
its decrees may be given force. We have no 
standing army in this country and it is only 
through our courts that we can hope for 


safety. 


“The possibility of free government is 
gone forever when the people lose confidence 
in the courts of the land. That is the grave 


question here involved.”’ 


Holden Argues on the Law. 

The argument of Attorney Charles R. Hol- 
den for the defense was confined entirely 
to the legal points in the case. He quoted 
largely from the decisions of the Illinois 
Supreme Court in the case of Wilbur F. 
Storey of the Chicago Times, charged with 
contempt of court for attacks on the grand 


jury which indicted him; in the case of John 


R. Wilson of the Chicago Journal, for artt- 
cles reflecting on a Supreme Court Judge. 
He claimed that the rule in Illinois was that 
a newspaper could not be held for construr- 
tive contempt of court unless it deliberately 
had violated a specifig order of the cotirt; 
also that before a paper could be said to have 
attempted to intimidate or terrorize a court 
it must print the objectionable matter be- 


fore the decision is actually given. He set 


up the plea that in this case the decision was 
rendered before the articles were published. 
Attorney Holden said further that it never 
was contemplated by the constitution that 
the individual Judge who felt himself ag- 
grieved by the publication could himself in- 


flict the punishment by contempt proceed- 


ings. 
Altgeld’s Closing Argument. 
Ex-Governor Altgeld concluded for the de- 


fense and asserted that so far as respondents 


Carvalho and Hammond were concerned they 


‘were exonerated by the answer which showed 


they*had nothing to do wit the publications, 
Then he concluded as follows: . 


“If we are to chdose between a licentious | 


press, if you will, using its power recklessly 
and viciously, and a muzzled press, subject 
te cehsorship and with writers subject to the 
orders of governmental agents, there is not 
a man who understands the theory of Amer- 
iean institutions but who would unhesitating- 
ly chooge the former. The one can be pun- 
ished if it invades private rights, the other 
would mean the destruction of free institu- 
tions; the difference between the two ts that 
of America and Russia, of free and despotic 
institutions. 

“From the beginning of this government 
Presidents and Governors, Judges and legis- 
lators have been subject to criticisms from 
the press. some of them right, many of them 
wrong. Washington himself did not escape, 
but his fame is none the less today. 

A falsehood never hurt anybody; false- 
hood cannot live. Itis the truth which hurts, 


the truth alone which survives.’’

| Greater New York Democracy to 


Attack the Tiger at the 
Primaries. 


JEROME TALKS OF PROGRAM. | 


New York, Nov. 7.—[Special.]—Politicians 
concerned themselves chiefly today with 
party plans for the future, and a discussion 
of the probable appointments to city offices 
under the new administration, although little 
definite information was revealed on the lat- 
ter point. 

While the majority of the men employed by 
the Republican and Citizens’ union organiza- 
tions have been laid off, it is recognized by 
the managers of both those bodies that each 
will have to keep up a better organizatio 
in the future than was necessary in the past, 
owing to the fact that under the new charter 
the city election will occur every two years 
instead of every four. Preparationg to that 
end are now being.made by Chairman Morris 
of the Republican County committee and R. 
Fulton Cutting, the President of the Citi- 
zens’ union. 

The Republican County committee in the 
future will have to conduct a campaign every 
year, as the State election and the city elec- 
tion fall in different years. . ‘ 


Hands Off State Politics. 

Secretary Fulton of the Citizens’ union was 
besieged ‘ohay by the district leaders of the 
organization, who, in their enthusiasm over 
the victory of the fusion forces, had evolved 
plans for keeping up the union’s district or- 
ganization. The mn was made by 
some that the district organization might be 
found of use in the State election next year. 
Mr. Fulton frowned upon this suggestion. 
He told the district leaders that in no circum- 
stances would the Citizens’ union counte- 
nance any participation by its members in 
the State election. Speaking of this matter 
Mr. Fulton said: 

‘*T- would like the information to go broad- 
cast that the Citizens’ union will have ab- 
solutely nothing whatever to do with State 
or national politics. Let there be no doubht 
in anybody's mind on that question.” 


Greater New York Democracy. 

The talk of the upbuilding of the Greater 
New York Democracy as a force to crush 
Tammany out of existence has created no 
more interest anywhere than in Republican 
circles. Outside of Mr. Low the Republicans 
had only one candidate on the fusion ticket 
whose office commands any patronage. This 
was Thomas Hamilton, who was elected 
County Clerk. Republican leaders stated to- 
day that they believed all of the Democrats 
elected on the fusion ticket would be faithful 
to their non-partisan promises and not at- 
tempt to build up any organization through 
the distribution of patronage. They made it 
plain that in the distribution of patro 
they expected to receive their full share. 

The Citizens’ union also expects to have 
something to say about the patronage. The 
union, its leaders say, does not care what the 
political affiliations of the men who get the 
appointments may be, but it will insist upon 
a strict observance of the civil service rul 
in their selection, 

Plans to Beat Tammany. 

John C, Sheehan, the leader of the Greater 
New York Democracy, confirmed report 
that the Greater New York, Democracy 
would apply to the next State cOnvention for 
recognition. Mr. Sheehan said he was aware 
that the only way to wrest the supremacy 
from Tammany Hall is by beating the Tam- 


| many men at the primaries, but he expects 


by primary time to have enrolled so many 
recruits that his party will capture the 
primaries. 

Mr. Sheehan said that the Greater New 
York Democracy would soon issue an invita- 
tion to all Democrats to join. He said that 
already overtures had come from seml-inde- 
pendent organizations.

" “7 shall have a complaint department, with 
an honest lawyer in charge of it, and any 
official who tries blackmailing or persecution 
will doubtless discover he has picked up a 
hot poker.”’ 


No License for Vice. 

‘What’ about licensing or segregating 
vice?” 

‘‘ No English-speaking people will stand for 
the segregation or licensing of vice. Per- 
sonally, 1 believe our laws can be so amended 
as to minimize the social evil. The present 
law presents practically no check to it. 
There will come a time, perhaps, when men 
will be saints, but a large percentage of the 
human brotherhood falls short of that estate 
now. 

‘*T would like to see the law amended so. 
as to allow a disorderly house to continue as 
such without being a criminal offense to 
maintain it. Simply make it unlawful. Then 
the disorderly would probably gravitate to 
certain recognized resorts. If a robbery or 
an assault or solicitation from windows or 
doors took place in the house, such a resort 
ought instantly be closed and its inmates 
arrested and punished for disorderly con- 


duct.”

“Of all the potent Influences which con- 
tributed to the defeat of Tammany in New 
York there was none more powerful than 
that exercised by Bishop Potter,” declared 
the Rey. Frank Heartfield of Brewster, N.

*“* While there might be more appropriate 
places te refer to the work done by our 
Bishop in the redemption of New York City,” 
continued the speaker, “ it would seem to be 
fitting that his splendid work be applauded 
everywhere and on almost any occasion.” 

A spirited discussion took place over.the 
question of how to increase the membership 
of the organization and extend its work 
among the members of the Episcopa! Church 
of Chicago. Some of the clergy present in- 
clined to the belief that the club was so 
dominatei by the laity that the clergy did not 
feel at liberty to engage actively in the work. 
Others insisted that the dues of the organiza- 
tion were too high and advocated their re- 
duction one-half. 

The report of the secretary showed a mem- 
bership of 232. against 259 a yearago. One 
member complained that the elub did not en- 
gage.in enough work and said he was not 
getting enough out of the club to repay for 
his annual dues. This statement brought 
Bishop McLaren to his feet. 

“You will get the worth of your dues in 
brotherly love,’’ declared the prelate. This 
club is stronger today than it ever was. 
There is nothing needed but a little Chicagu 
business sense. The membership can be

QUEEN VICTORIA’S CATTTLE 
SOLD AT AUCTION HERE. 


Fancy Prices Are Paid for Shorthorns 


Secured in England by W. D. Flatt— 
“Choice Good's” Value Breaks Record 


Cattle that once belonged to Queen Victoria 
were sold at auction at Dexter Park amphi- 
theater yesterday. They were part of a herd 
ef Shorthorn cattle owned by W. D. Flatt of 
Hamilton, Ont. Among the pedigree cows 
which Mr. Flatt purchased from the Queen 
were Cicely, Lady Hamilton, Clara LXIX., 
Princess Royal, May Blossom; and Empress 
XIL The most famous bulls belonging to that 
herd were Lord Banff, Speculator, Knight 
Errant, and Valiente. 

The announcement that the herd would be 
sold at auction attracted a large number of 
stock breeders. From the beginning the bid- 
ding was brisk, and it became particularly 
lively when some of the most valuable heads 
of eattle were put up for sale, The total 
amount realized from the sale was $50,200, 
making an average of over $1,100 a head for 
each of the forty-five animals. That ig the 
highest price ever paid at any sale of blooded 
cattle in the United States.

price; the fine animal was sold to Robbins &

in 1899.

The brooch was last seen on Oct. 24, when 
Mrs. Cowles was visiting a relative at Farm- 
ington, Conn. The President's sister re- 
turned here on Oct. 31, and two daya later 
diseovered her loss. 

Mrs. Cowles is unable to say whether the 
jewel disappeared after her return to this 
city, whether she lost it, or was robbed at 
Farmington, or whether the brooch was lost 
or stolen in New York City, Paterson, or 
Orange, NN. J., all of which places she vis- 
ited, 

The jéwel may have been lost on the train 
while en route. There is considerable un- 
certainty about this, however, and this is 
what ts causing trouble for the police. 

. Although Mrs. Cowles attempted to con- 
ceal the fact that she had lost a valuable 
jewel it became public today, and it is now 
admitted that a detective of the Washing- 
ton police force has been sent in search 
the missing jewel. He has already visi 
the cities mentioned and is still working on 
the case, Dut so far has not discovered a clew 
which will lead to the recovery of the dia- 
mond brooch. 

Ordinarily when a case involving a theft 
in another jurisdiction is reported the local 
police refer the parties to the police officials 
of the city in which the theft is supposed to 
have taken pla Because of the promi- 
nence of Mrs. Cowles an exception was made 
in this instance, and the local police lost no

SUPPLY OF BEEF FOOD 
SAID TO BE IN DANGER. 


Western Men Point to an Enormous De- 
crease in the Number of Cattle in the 
Last Five Y 


Denver. Colo., Nov. 7.—Prominent cattle- 
men of the West, who have been quietly in- 
vestigating, are prepared to show that dur- 
ing the last five years there had been an 
enormous decrease in the number of cattle 
in this country, a decrease which serivusly 
threatens the beef food supply. and that 
unless speedy action is taken by Congress 
in the course of a few years beef will be 
selling at such prices that only the wealthy 
can afford to indulge in the luxury of a beef 
steak. 

The cause in this rapid decline in the num- 
ber of beef cattle is said to be due solely to the 
contraction of the Western public grazing 
lands and the increase in the consumptive 
demand. The rapid settlement of the West 
has caused the ranges left to become crowd- 
ed, and this crowded condition has prevented 
the reseeding of grasses, and consequently 
millions of acres of once good pasture have. 
been turned into absolute desert. 

Most of the large herds have been dispersed 
and slaughtered, and the bulk of the cattle 
supply is now being furnished by the small 
stockmen, but the evolution from the large 
herds onthe open-tange to the small herds 
in pastures fs tao owing to unfavorable 
land conditions; and: where a few years ago 
the markets were supplied with cattle 4, i, 
and 6 years’of age, yearlings are now 
being slaughtered to make up the supply of 
beef. 

The stockmen claim that the unfavorable 
methods of administering the public lands 
of the West are back of the threatened 
shortage, and at the coming national con- 
vention in Chicago next month an effort wil! 
be made to throw the whole matter into 
Congress and ask that a commission be ap- 
pointed, with expert assistance, to investi- 
gateand devise plans for relieving the situa~ 
tion.. 

The big packers admit that there has been 
a serious decrease in the visible supply of 
cattle during the last five years, and they are 
looking forward to higher prices in the near 
future, but they.say the people will be 
forced to eat mutton instead of beef, though 
even mutton will probably become scarce 
later on, as the same conditions which are 
diminishing the beef supply will also affect 
the sheep supply. oe

Ex-President. Cleveland Is Principal 
Speaker ~ Expected Announcement 
That Founder Would Give $10,000,-

Pittsburg,.Pa., Nov. 7.—[{Spectal.]—Con- 
trary to expectation no announcement re- 
garding the proposed gift of Andrew Car- 
negie of $10,000,000 for a technfcal college 
was made at the Founders’ day exefcises at 
Carnegie Institute today. Mr. Carnegte, 
who is in New York, did not come to Pitts- 
burg. He sent a letter of regret, but madé 
no mention’ of his proposed gift. | 
Grover. Cleveland and. Mrs. Cleveland were 
the guests‘of -henor at the Founders’ day 
exercises. They arrived in a special cat 
and were'met at the East Liberty station by 
a committee, Which escorted them to their 
hotel.- .After breakfast they went to the in- 
stitute, where they inspected the buildings 
and examined portraits of themselves in the 


art galleries.

Mr. Cleveland made the principal address 
of the day, the subject being “ The Obliga- 
tions of National Co-Partnership.’” He read 
from typewritten manuscript ahd confined 
his remarks to the paper. ‘Carnegie Music 
Hall, where the exercises were held, was 
packed; every seat being taken. On the 
stage were members of the Board:of Trus- 
tees, city'and county officials. -Mrs. Cleve- 
land with ‘a°number of Pittsburg women 
occupied a box. - When she entered she was 
cheered ‘ by ‘the -audience and the same en- 
thusiastic .reception was given Mr. Cleve- 
land five minutes later. 

Ex-President Cleveland spoke of ‘“ The 
Obligations of National Co-Partnership,”’ 
saying in part> ' 

“The most serious and persistent evil that 
disturbs codperation among our people is 
found in the:contentions and quarrels be- 
tween employers and employés. Surely, as 
an original proposition ‘there should be no 
antagonism in this country between labor 
and capital.’ On the contfary, they should 
be in one close alliance and friendship. Our 
institutions forbid that an explanation of 
such antagonism should be found in class 
jealousy and abuses. 

“No American citizen was evér doomed 
by birth to a life of labor or poverty; and 
fortunes’ are the products of industry and 
intelligent endeavor. Labor and _ capital 
touch and mingle so constantly and natur- 
ally among. us.that the laborer of today is 
frequently the employer of labor tomorrow. 
They should always supplement each other,, 
as the warm rain supplements the fertile 
soil, to ‘produce in joint contribution an 
abundant ‘store of the riches of nature. 


Happinéss Not. High Up. 

“Nor can the most consuming desire for 
happiness excuse contentious envy of cap- 
italistic wealth; for it is beyond reasonable 
dispute that the bulk of happiness among the 
American people is found on a plane of our 
social life far below that .occupied by the 
rich. The cares and anxieties of the occupa- 
tion of money getting and money keeping, 
and the strangling of genuine pleasure which 
is so often the result, certainly ought not to 
excite the envy of the man who contentedly 
works with his hands and who by an ir- 
repealable flat may find in his work the way 
to real, simple, unperverted happiness. 

“While healthful and normal conditions 
of national partnership forbid envy and un- 
friendliness on the part of to- 

ards employing capital, so also such con- 
ditions ent emphatically forbid the grind- 
ing selfishness, the greedy rapacity, and su- 
percilious haughtiness which too often char- 
acterize the treatment of the employed by 
capital. 

“TT desire distinctly to disclaim any inten- 
tion to suggest what may be the cause or 
causes of the dislocation which unfortunately 
so frequently occurs in the relationship of la- 
bor to capital. Whether it results from un- 
reasonable. and ifritating demands. on the 
part of: labor, or whether our workingmen 
listen too credulously to malign counsels, or 
whether ‘again ‘the trouble arises from the 
greed ‘and avarice of capital and of.its tm- 
mense aggregations, I do not pretend -to say. 
Perhaps .all these have a share fn creating 
the difficulty. But there is antagonism inthis 
relationship. where there should bé a gerérous 
unity ofpurpose.__.

COURT'S HANDS. 


Judge Advocate Lemly Closes 
| the Case with Review 
of Evidence 


NO VERDICT FOR WEEKS. 


Admiral Dewey Says Verdict. 
Will Not Be Given for 
Two Months. 


LAST WORDS AND. SCENES. 


Washington, D.C, Nov. 7.—[Special. ]— 
Judge Advocate Lemly concluded his argu- 
ment in the Schley court of inquiry this after- 
noon, thus closing the case, but Admiral 
Dewey and his associates on the stand said 
the verdict would not be rendered in less then 
two months, as they would have to assimilate 
and digest the testimony. § ~~ 
The closing of the final session of the 
tribunal, the most famous in naval history, 
was attended with that simplicity which has. 
marked the entire course of the court. When 
the Judge Advocate concluded his argument’ 
Admiral Dewey brought his gavel with @ : 
sharp knock on his desk and said: “yThe court! -_ 
is adjourned.” 
The presiding officer was extremely happy 
that this much of his task was finished,and — 
he turned to Admiral Schley, heartily shook — 
hands with him and congratulated the appli- 
cant that the inquiry had been concluded. 
There was a general leave taking, the mem- 
bers of the court bidding good-by to Admiral 
Schley, Mr. Rayner, Captain Parker, Mr. 
Teague, the Admiral’s secretary, Judge Ad- 
vocate Lemly, Lieutenant Ward, affd 3 
Hanna. Every one connected with the court 
congratulated the others that their duties had 
been completed. 
After Admiral Dewey left the cou 
he entered his carriage and drove home, and 
Rear Admirals Benham and Ramsey, cérry- 3 
ing the dress suit cases containing their “ag | 
uniforms, followed Admiral Dewey down- : 
stairs, stepped into a government carriage, 
which has been at their disposal since the = 
beginning of the inquiry, and left the navy — 
yard. Then followed the Judge Advocate —_ 
General and Lieutenant Ward, who were ml 
whirled out of the yard in an automobile, : 
Mr. Hanna left the court unaccompanied, 
boarded a street car and went home. 
' Schley Cheered by Crowd. 

Admiral Schley and his attorneys were de- 
tained in the courtroom some minutes, and 
before leaving the inclosure,in which the 
court sat he and Mr. Rayner sent for the 
“newspaper men who have been keeping the 
country advised of the progress of the trial | 
and thanked them for the manner in which 
they had done their work. The audience was 
a large one and Rear Admiral Schiey was then 
forced tq shake hands with several hundred 
before he was abie to make his way 


ing he was met by 500 or 600 persons, one of 


which were heartily given. 

The Rear Admiral walked to the navy yard 
gate, a distance of nearly a quarter of a mils, 
followed by his attorneys. Hig progress waa 
slower than that made from Cienfuegos to 

Santingo in May, 1898, for his movements 
were retarded by hundreds of persons who 
insisted on shaking hands with him. 


Apple Mary’s Good-by. 

When he reached the navy yard gate he 
was met by Mary, the fruit peddier, whois 
one of the Rear Admiral’s warmest admirers. 
When Schiey ay the spot where — 
stood she stepped dut of the crowd, 
waving her hand above the head of the Ad- 
miral, said: 

“Three cheers for the red, white, and 
blue! God bless you, Admiral! You are all 
right. I know tHe verdict will be in your 
fayor. Your forty years’ service will not be : 

I have been in the service myself 7 
for forty years and am still young.” . 

As. she made the last remark she exhibited 
a medal which belonged to her husband, who 
had been in the service, and she performed 
the manual of arms with an agility which 
would have been creditable to a much young- 
er woman, and much to the amusement of 
the crowd. Mary presented Admiral Schiey 
with a pear and a smal! bouquet of chrysan- 
themums. Rear Admiral Schley then board- > 
ed a street car, and the chief figure of the : j 
inquiry left the vicinity of the court where | 
he has been under the microscope to de- 
termine whether he is a coward, or a fool, or 


both. 
Lemly’s Closing Argument. 

In his arguments the Judge Advocate ad- 
mitted that Rear Admiral Schiey was not 
guilty of. cowardice while in command of the 
fiying squadron, but that he did exhibit un- 
steadiness of purpose. Captain Lemly ailsc 
admitted that the flying squadron did not 
withdraw from Santiago harbor at night. He 
also admitted that the Brooklyn did take a 
conspicuous part in the battle of Santiago, 
but that it was a Captains’ battle where they 
all did their duty and were not controlled by 
any person, The Judge Advocate attempted 
to deprive Admiral Schley of the credit for 
the victory and give to Captain Cook the 
credit for turning back the flying squadron 
when on the retrograde movement. 


Lemly Almost Ignored. 

Every one was happy when the reading . 
was concluded. There was absolutely no . 
demonstration and no one congratulated the 
Judge Advocate. After two or three min- 
utes’ delay, however, Admiral Dewey ap- 
proached Captain Lemly and said: “I con- 
gratulate you, Lemly. You acquitted your- 
self creditably.”” He did not shake hands 
with Captain Lemly, however, and the 
heartiness manifested when Admiral Dewey 
congratulated Mr. Rayner yesterday was 
lacking today. The other members of the 
court did not approach the Judge Advocate, 
as they were busy saying good-by to Mr. 
Rayner and telling him how much law they 
have learned since the beginning of the in- 


quiry 


Lemly’s Argument in Detail. 

Captain Lemly used no formality in begin- 
ning his addrese when the court convened, ‘ 
but, rising quietly from his seat opposite the y 
President of the tribynal, began to read. He 
said at the outset-that his plan contem- 
plated, first, a response to criticisms of Ad- 
miral Schley’s counsel, and then a presenta- 
tion of the subject in hand on an independent 
basis. He requested to be corrected if he 
should make any errors of fact.

throne of Portugal, is about to visit this 
country shortly, it may be just as well 
that people here, and particularly the au- 
thorities, should bear in mind the fact that 
although he happens to be entitled to the 
predicate of “ Royal Highness "’ and to rank 
as an Infant of Portugal—that is to say, asa 
Portugal Prince of the blood—he has no right 
to extra-territorial privileges, but is subject 
to the ordinary laws in the same manner as 
any other untitled citizen or foreigner. 

This has just been decided by the Imperial 
Court of Austria in connection with a suit 
brought against the young Prince by a wine 
dealer. The branch of the house of Braganza 
to which he belongs is outlawed by the 
Portuguese government and condemned to 
perpetual banishment. Its members, there- 
fore, cannot call upon the Portuguese govern- 
ment to say a word in favor of their extra- 
territorial rights as royal Portuguese Princes, 
since it repudiates them and declines to rec- 
ognizethem. Their royal quality is, however, 
inherited, and cannot, according to European 
ethics, be taken from them. But, strictly 
speaking, it is only Princes and Princesses of 
reigning houses, and who are recognized as 


| such by the governments of their respective 


countries, who can claim extra-territorial 
privileges abroad, and this would have the 
effect of shutting out all monarchical pre- 
tenders and the members of their immediate 


families. 


The question has always been in doubt as 
to what extent foreign governments were 
inclined to grant extra-territorial privileges 
to pretenders, who, I may say, never lost an 
opportunity of claiming them. 

' According to the decision just issued by the 
Imperial Court of Vienna in the Braganza 
case the Austrian government, in concert 
with the other monarchica! powers, is ready, 
as an act of grace, to concede the privileges 
of extra-territoriality to the various pre- 
tenders—that is, to Don Carlos, to the Duke 
of Orleans, to the Duke of Braganza, to 
Prinee Victor Napoleon, etc., and to such 
members of their families as happen to be 
minors. But all the adult members of their 
families are debarred from the benefits of 
extra-territoriality and are subject to the 
ordinary laws and tribunals of the land in 
which they may happen to be, without any re- 
gard whatsoever to their royal rank or line- 


age. 

That is to say, if, when Prince Joseph of 
Braganza comes over here, he renders him- 
self guilty of any offense against the laws of 
the land he can be punished by the ordinary 
tribunals without the slightest regard to his 
royal rank and without being able to claim 
any of the benefits of membership of a sov- 


ereign house.

According to the rule now instituted this is 
precisely what they should have done. But 
by virtue of the new rule his sons could have 
been prosecuted and punished by the Austro- 
Hungarian tribunals as ordinary murderers 
had the crime been brought home to them. 
Therefore by the terms of international law 
the only way of dealing with a royal person- 
age entitled to extra-territoriality who mis- 
behaves himself is to turn him out of the 
country, and this has notoriously been done 
with Don Carlos in France and with the 
Duke of Orleans when he visited Russia and 
rendered himself guilty of such public indis- 
cretion tn connection with the famous prima 
donna as to provoke the indignation of the 
late Czar. But, as shown above, by the rule 
now established pretenders are only conceded 
extra-territorial privileges by grace and cour- 
tesy, while members of their families enjoy 
no such prerogatives or immunity from the 
jurisdiction of ordinary tribunals, no matter 
how royal or imperial their birth and rank. 


In order to appreciate the stir now being 
made in England about the dismissal of Gen. 
Sir Redvers Buller it must thoroughly be 
understood that he is regarded by the public 
at large, and particularily in the army, asa 
victim. of the influence of Cecil Rhodes, of 
Alfred Beit, and of what is known as the 
south African financial ring, which, it must 
be confessed, has been powerful enough to 
relegate more than one able and conspicuous 
man into the background in an altogether un- 
justifiable manner. 

Sir Redvers Buller was Adjutant General 
of the army at the time of the now almost 
forgotten Jameson raid and was loud in his 
denunciation of the British officers who had 
been so far forgetful of their obligations in 
connection with military regulations and dis- 
cipline as to take part in a filibustering ex- 
pedition, culminating in an ignominious sur- 
render, without any display of that reckless 
daring and gallantry which might ina meas- 
ure have palliated the offense. He insisted 
more strongly than any one else upon their 
dismissal from the army, to which their 
eventual restoration was braught about only 
in the face of his protests. Now, one of the 
principal officers concerned in this raid was 
Colonel Frank Rhodes, the brother of the 
great Cecil, and as there is a good deal of af- 
fection between the two brothers Rhodes 
has, to use a slang expression, “ had it in ” 
tor Buller ever sirice.

POSITIVE CAB POLICY WANTED. 

The conference on Wednesday between 
the Local Transportation committee and the 
general manager of the Chicago City rail- 
way company brought into clear light one 
preéminent fact—namely: that so far as 
the basic features of the traction question 
are concerned the committee has absolutely 
no definite and reliable knowledge. 

When Mr. McCulloch disparaged grooved 
rails and spoke in favor of T rails laid flush 
with the pavement and having a slight in- 
side groove cut in the paving, the members 
of the committee were utterly at a loss to 
know whether the one or the other is the 
better device, When he made statements 
about the capacities of present cable, and 
electrical equipment, they had no means of 
checking up these statements. When he ob- 
jected to through routes and single fares 
they had nothing but a layman’s superficial 
opinions by which to test his dicta. When 
the subject of an underground trolley (the 
practicability of which in Chicago was not 
questioned) and the subject of a subway 
were raised the committee was dealing with 
what to it were simply “unknown quanti- 
ties.’ When the traction manager averred 
that his company was ready and anxious to 
make adequate improvements on the basis 
of a new grant, neither the committee nor 
any single member of it had any definite idea 
of the actual improvements which should be 
made, and consequently no idea of their cost 
or of the fare and transfer provisions which 
would be appropriate. 

The conference, too, was another demon- 
stration of the fact that any appeal to the 


development is bourd, to be a disappointing 
one, and would be a course of action as prej- 
udicial to the city’s interests as it is ob- 
viously shortsighted and lacking in public 
initiative. 

It is time that the Transportation commit- 
tee realized (1) that the traction question is 
primarily an engineering one, (2) that the 
members of this committee are not capable, 
unaided, of “ settling” the basic engineer- 
ing features of that question, (3) that the 
city ought not to be placed at the mercy of 
traction engineers in respect to those feat- 
ures, and (4) that the best engineers obtain- 
able should accordingly be secured to study 
and report upon this question in behalf of 
the city. Is the committee's failure hitherto 


due to a failure, like that of the Mayor, to 
realize the scope of the question in hand? 
Or is it afraid to ask the Council for the 
requisite funds? Or, in the face of popular 
‘hopes and clamor for an immediate “ set- 
tlement of the traction question,” does it 
shrink from admitting that no such settle- 
ment can possibly be intelligently reached 
until engineering experts have carefully ad- 
vised the city as to what its future traction 
development should be? 

Time is lost instead of gained by shuffling 
before a difficult situation, and a mere am- 
ateurish treatment of phases of the traction 
question which belong primarily to scientific 
men and concerning which laymen can only 
act safely when advised by such men is not 
only to miss progress but to ignore the 
method of progress. There are numerous 
and important items of public policy relative 
to the traction question which fall plainly 
within the capacities of the Transportation 
committee, and with which that committee 
has been and still is dealing with marked in- 
telligence? But the engineering issues in- 
volved do not fall within unaided egpacities; 
and since the determination of those issues 
should form the basis of any propositions 
which the city will make or cansider for a 
new grant, that committee should without 
further delay enlarge and define its plans in 
recognition of these facts. 


THE FREE TEXT BOOK. QUESTION. 

Judge Neely holds that the Board of Edu- 
cation has no right to furnish free text books 
in the public schools. One of his reasons 
for reaching that conclusion is that; the 
| school law authorizes the purchase of text 
books for pupils whose parents are too poor 
to buy them. The necessary and logical 
implication, says the Judge, is that books 
cannot be bought for pupils whose parents 
ean afford to pay for them. This is pre- 
cisely the view of the case which Tue 
TRIBUNE took when the Board of Education 
seriously undertook to supply all the pupils 
with books regardless of the means of their 
parents. It is true that the School board's 
plan is to “lend” text books, not “ give” 
them, but it has no more right, according 
to Judge Neely, to spend money to get books 
to lend than to get books to give away. 7 

The Judge’s opinion turts entirely upen 
the power of the board to expend money. 
The other phases of the question, such as 
the expediency of supplying free text books, 
he has let alone. Tue Trispune thinks 
the Judge’s law is sound and believes that 
the Appellate Court, to which the case is 
to be taken, will interpret the law as he does, 

If this decision causes any inconvenience 
in the schools the Board of Education wiil 
have to bear the responsibility. Instead of 
delaying its action to the eve of the open- 
ing, of the schools, as it did, it could have 
acted much earlier in the year, and the legaii- 
ty of the proposed appropriation could have 
been settled before the summer vacation 
was at an end.

A Historian j¢ is difficult and often im- 
ofCurrent possible to buy a copy ofa 
Life. local daily paper. This fact 
typifies the way in which 
the record of current events slips out of easy 
reach. Furthermore, not only does the cur- 
rent record vanish or hide itself in files 
difficult of access, but even more is there a 
lack of a connected review at periodic inter- 
vals of contemporary history. Probably the 
best that is offered jin this line is the review 
by the daily paper at the end of each year 
of various phases of general activity for that 
year. At best, however, that result is a par- 
tial and imperfectly digested one. It would 
seem practical, if one had the time and 
taste, to gather up for each year as it passes 
the insignificant features of the life of a given 
community like that of Chicago, and present 
them in due perspective so that the recital 
would not only be invaluable for reference— 
since recent history is often the most difficult 
to get at—but would also be interesting, and 
}would tend to give the community a new 
consciousness of itself, its. achievements, 
tendencies, - capacities, and needs. In so- 
cleties and clubs the periodic review is often 
a feature, but the typical movement of the 
age—the development of life in great com- 
munities—has the benefit of no such critical 
record. There is no assurance, for example, 
that the great campaign which has just’ 
come toa closé in New York wil! ever be prop- 
erly analyzed and recorded: If some studious 
person of wide outlook should undertake to 
summarize each year the social progress of 
this formative and eager community he would 
pioneer a pathway of unique interest and 
promise. 


THE NEW CANAL TREATY. 
While all the details of the new is hmian 
canal treaty between Creat Britain and 
the United States will not be made public 
until it has been signed and submitted to 
the Senate for ratification, enough. of its

In common with most Orientals, Li Hung 
Chang had no consideration whatever for 
the sanctity of human life. He was always 
ready on what seem? to Europeans and 
Americans to be pn, ge pretexts to 
order the beheading men captured in war 
or brought before him charged with minor 
crimes. His quarrel! with ‘‘ Chinese ’’ Gor- 
don, which grew out of thetorturing of seven 
rebel chiefs captured by Gordon at the attack 
or Taitsang, is historic. At the time Gor- 
don was so enraged at what he called Li 
Hune’s treachery that he armed himself with 
a pistol and sought everywhere for Li, de- 
termined to kill him on sight. The wily 
Chinaman, however, kept out of Gordon's 
way and answered his protests with sneers.

Hung Chang was accustomed to treat pris- 
oners brought before him, a story is told of

Li Hung Chang sprang from a family of 
good class. His father was a member of the 
Chinese literati, or learned class, but he lived 
in retirement and never took any part in pub- 
Hie life. His mother was a woman of great 
ability and strong character, as is sufficiently 
demonstrated by the fact that two of her 
sone, Li Hung Chang and‘Li Han Chang. 
raised themselves by their own exertions to 
viceregal honors. When she died in 1882 Li 
Hung, following the Chinese eustom, retired 
from public life for several months, though 
the Emperor réfused to allow him to go into 
retirement for three years, which is the regu- 
lar period of mourning for a mother in China. 

The day of the funeral was postponed for 
several months in order that a day of good 
omen might he selected, and then, with every 
outward manifestation of pomp and woe, the 
remains of the old-lady, who died at the age 
of 86, were borne to the grave. About tne 
grave stood Li Hung and Li Han, the two 
Viceroys; their two brothers, twenty grani- 
sons, and eight great-grandsons, all of whom 
joined in loud and public lamentations. 

While this rite was in progress at the en- 
tombment another striking ceremony was 
being performed elsewhere. With tremen- 
dofis pomp a memorial tabiet to her memory 
was being placed among the ancestral me- 
morials of the Li family. This was done in 
the presence of no less than 300 Mandarins, 
all in robes of state, and all of whom kow- 
towed or fell in the dust before the tablet in 
honor of the mother of the great Viceroys.

executing when it merely indicates princi- 
ples, without laying down rules by means 
of which those principles may be given the 
force of law.” 

In regard to the contention that the stat- 
ute empowering the Board of Education to 
@efray the expenses of maintaining schools 
authorizes the purchase of text books, Judge 
Neely said that where a statute specified cer- 
tain things which might be done it was un- 
derstood that other things might not be done. 
By no possible construction, he said, could 
text books be included under the right to 
purchase “libraries.”"

The method of investigation is to examine 
the physical characteristics of the poorest 
spellers in the schools of the city and see 
what is wrong with them.

spellers. 

One cause of poor spelling is that a large 
proportion of pupils are of foreign parentage, 
and they seem to inherit a tendency to spell 
according to the rules of the language they 
hear at home.

‘The theory is that a pup!! whose 
eyesight is defective does not always see 
me words as they are. It seems to him that 
and “receive” are spelled with 
the same arrangement of the double vowel.

WRITES A NEW CATECHISI 


DR. W. E. BARTON WORKS FROM 
SCIENTIFIC VIEWPOINT. _ 


Oak Park Congregational Paster Be- 
lieves-in Inculcating Religion Dur- 
ing Childhood—His Book, to Be Used 
for the First Time on Sunday, Con- 
tains Some Original Questions and 
Answers—Teaches Love of All Good, 
Hatred of All Evil. 


A catechism which approaches the subject | 
of God from a scientific view point has 
prepared by Dr. William E. rton of the 
First Congregational Church of Oak Park. 
It will be presented to his catechism class 
on Sunday afternoon, when Dr. Barton per- 
-gonally will begin the religious instruction 
of a number of children. 

Dr. Barton has radical ideas of his own 
concerning the catechism.” In his book he 
has changed the work so completely that a 
perusal of it gives the impression that there is 
nothing in the old catechism, especially the 
New England primer, left unchanged. 

Dr. Barton in his catechism advocates the 
love of all that is good, true, and beautiful, 
and a hatred of all wrongdoing, especially 
that of the person himself. He says that 
love is a free habit and that any person can 
hate or love as. he pleases. and thus can do 
good or evil as he pleases. 

One of the striking dhanges is in the 
answer of the question, “Of what are you 
made?’ This is answered by the word ‘‘ dust” 
in the New England primer. In the new 
catechism the question is slightly different: 
“Of what did God make you?” and the 
answer is, “ God made my body of the dust 

of the earth, but my soul is not made as 
things of the outer world are made, but is 
born of God's own love and’ created in his 
image.” 

. Some Questiors and Answers. 

Several other characteristic questions and 
answers of the new work are: 

“How do you know that God loves the 
| good, the true, and the beautiful?’ 

“God loves the good, the true, and the 
beautiful, because he makes me to love 
them.”’ 

“ How may we know God?” 

“We may know God through our own 
moral character, our conscience, and our 
best aspirations and hopes, through nature, 


made, through the better impulses of all 
men and the enlightened understanding and 
high living of the best men, through the 
Bible, and through the life of Jesus Christ.”’ 
In speaking of his work, Dr. Barton said: 
“There has been a growing demand for the 
resumption of catechism study in the 
churches, for something to take the place 
of the loose work of the Sunday school and 
to help solidify it. But the old catechism as 
used for years would not do, as it has been 
found that there is a science to conversion 
and to religion. For that reason I. took up 
| thie work of preparing a new catechism, 
which I will probably publish at some time, 


at my church. I will teach this class of boys 
and girls from 12 to 15 years old and will have 
the parents help the children to learn the 
answers after the church services and be- 
fore the class convenes during the latter part 
of. the afternoon. 

‘Religion as a Science. 

“It has been proven by such men as Dr. 
Coe of Northwestern University and Pro- 
fessor E. D. Starbuck of Leland-Stanford 
that there is a science in religion and in con- 
version, and they have ~repared tables which 
clearly show the places where the children 
are under prospect of becoming Christians 
and can be easily approached with hope of 
success. 
been proven true that few conversions are 
made after the age of 25 in men and 21 in 
women, while the period of greatest ease in 
approach on religious topic is at the age of 
16 and 17. It is on this theory that I work, 
and therefore my classes are for the period 
up to that time of life.”’ 

The first part of the new catechism will be 
published in the church calendar on Sunday 
morning, when eight questions will be print- 
ed for the use of the first class to be in- 
structed during the afternoon. 


WILL BE DEDICATED ON SUNDAY. 


New Second Presbyterian Churcli, Built 
on Ruins of the Old, Represents 


The dedication of the reconstructed Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church at Twentieth 
street and Michigan avenue will take place 
next Sunday morning at 10:30 o'clock. The 
new building when the final touches are 
given will represent an expenditure of near- 
ly $100,000. The dedicatory sermon will be 
delivered by the Rev. Samuel J. McPherson, 
formerly pastor of the church, now a resident 
of Lawrenceville, N. J. The dedicatory 
prayer will be offered by the Rev. Herrick 
Johnson. 

The old church building practically was 
destroyed by fire over a year and a half ago. 

Only the old tower and portions of the walls 
remained. While the former lines of the 
structure were followed in its rebuilding, the 
new building is more modern and is almost 
fireproof. Except for the floors, seating, 
wainscot, and organ the reconstructed build- 
ing is made of fireproof materials. 

The west end of the nave is filled with 
the pulpit and organ behind its screen of 
oak and brass. The east end of the curve 
will contain the Blackstone memorial win- 
dows in momery of Mr. John Crerar. The 
‘window will reproduce the ascension of 
Christ, surrounded by the hierarchy of an- 
gels as in the La Farge window, destroyed 
in the fire, and underneath the five sister 
windows will portray the angel choir against 
the distant landscape. Three of the large 
windows of the side walls will contain the 
new Fargo, Kellogg, and Balcom memorial 
windows. A feature of the interior will be 
the mural paintings by Mr. Frederick Bart- 
lett.
